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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 4-16 and 18-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The current invention is directed to determine the transmission data rate of a 
data channel. The data rate is determined by a project output power, which is less than 
a maximum power. The projected output power is determined based on a transmission 
power required for the data channel at a particular data rate, and a measured power 
output averaged over a stated time period. 

The closest prior art, US 6,775,548 (Rong et al) discloses a method for 
determining the data rate of an access channel. The data rate of Rong is determined by 
the available power (power headroom) of a transmitter (see figure 5; column 8, line 51 
to column 9, line 18). Rong fails to teach measuring a transmitter output power by 
averaging over a period of time. 

Since an averaged output power (which can be much higher or lower in the past 
based on how many channels were in use) cannot accurately reflect the current 
transmission condition, there is no motivation to modify Rong's reference to measure its 
transmitter's output power by averaging even though measuring output power as an 
average was well known in the art.
